He ha.s lived 
in Sfin Clemente 10 yeais and has 
been ma.vor twice and chamber of 
commerce president for seven 
years. 


? RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil. (A’) 
President Getulio Vargas, pistol in 
hand, personally led defenders of 
Guanabara, presidential palace, to¬ 
day as government forces swiftly 
smothered a Fascist revolt against 
his authoritarian regime. 

I An undetermined number of reb¬ 
els were killed or wounded and 
hundreds were arrested. 

The short - lived uprising, in¬ 
spired by the outlawed Integral- 
ist (Greenshirt) faction, flared and 
died in the heart of the capital, 
where street disorders and futile 
assaults on public buildings 
marked its ineffective course. 

Martial law was decreed effec¬ 
tive at noon today. 

Authorities said Admiral Ed- 
uaido Taveres had been arrested 
as a participant in the uprising. 

Police declared they had ad¬ 
vance knowledge of the plotted re¬ 
bellion and said they had even 
slipped agents into the ranks of 
the integralists to follow more 
closely progress of the scheme to 
overthrow Vargas, totalitarian 
ruler of Brazil since his seizure of 
power in his coup of Nov. 10, 1937. 

A gun fight at the presidential 
palace between besieging Fascists 
and Vargas’ household staff high¬ 
lighted the abortive rebellion. 

For three and a half hours the 
heart of the city was in agitation, 
with traffic disrupted and police 
detachments ranging the danger 
zone suppressing revolutionaries 
Hundreds were arrested. 

Firing echoed through down¬ 
town Rio De Janeiro and uncount¬ 
ed casualties resulted from the 
fighting. The minister of war. 
General Eurico Caspar Dutra, was 
wounded slightly. 

The rebels also made an attack

Billion Dollar Setup 

WASHINGTON. fA*)—The hou.se 
approved a senate-house confer¬ 
ence report today on the adminis- 
tration'.s billion dollar naval ex¬ 
pansion program, overriding a 
brief outburst of minority opposi¬ 
tion. 

The mea.sure, as revi.seil in the 
conference, would authorize con- 
.struction of 46 war.ship.s, 26 aux¬ 
iliary ve.s.sel.s and one experimental 
airship at a total estimated cost 
ol .$l,09n.6.u6.000. 

The compromi.se must be ap- 
pioved by the .senate before the 
legislation is reaily for President 
Hoo.sevelt's signature but Phaii- 
inan Walsh (D.. JVla.ss.), of the 
senate naval committee a.ssertcd 
.stnate approval wa.s a.ssureil. 

Before the house approved the 
loiiferencc report, by a .standi.ug 
vole of 07 to 31, Pwopuhlican Li'.'id- 
er .Snell l,\'. Y.l, criticized the 
agreement on the ground it dele¬ 
gated more power to Pres.dent 
Pvoosevelt.

“Japan’s major objective in 
North (Jhlna is to conquer a ter¬ 
ritory that will provide her with 
the economic powers to fight Rus¬ 
sia,” Dr. Coleman declared. 

He also urged the audience to 
"carry forward the boycott . . . 
against Fascist aggression and for 
the peace of the democratic na¬ 
tions.” 

Dr. Coleman’s most dramatic 
charge came at the very conclu¬ 
sion of the church’s Forum pro¬ 
gram: 

“Fascist - minded bankers and 
munitions makers no longer want 
a world war. They now arc 
preaching isolationism instead so 
they can gradually take over one 
country after another by slipping 
armaments in wherever Fascist 
armies are revolting.” 

Questioned on the probable form 
of government that would evolve 
in China in event she won the 
war, the west coast chief of the 
Friends of the Soviet Union quoted 
a Soviet hero, “Lenin awakened 
Russia and she'll never sleep 
again.” 

"The same thing is true in 
China,” he remarked. “She may 
eventually go to collectivism, but 
for the immediate future, (ihina 
will have a democracy.”

Road Officials Watch 
Culvert in Its Path 


A misplaced letter was discov¬ 
ered today a.s the fly in the oint¬ 
ment which made Riverside and 
Orange county officials very irate 
indeed at their colleagues in San 
Bernardino county. 

Supervi.sors of the three counties 
had agreed to make a joint re¬ 
quest to Washington for an inter¬ 
im engineers’ report on flood dam¬ 
age to Santa Ana river levees. 
While Riverside and Orange coun¬ 
ties awaited another meeting at 
which data would be compiled, they 
suddenly learned San Bernardino 
county had submitted an independ¬ 
ent request, leaving the other two 
out in tile cold. 

Chairman Willard Smith learned 
today, however, that Chairman C. 
FT Grier of the San Bernardino 
hoard had attempted to notify the 
other two counties after his board 
adopted a resolution asking the 
study. The letter got lost. 

Meanwhile tiie other two coun¬ 
ties are hurrying plans for a sim¬ 
ilar request to congre.ss for the 
report, following which feder.al 
funds may be made available for 
repair of the levees.

State engineers, through a se¬ 
ries of soil tests, are endeavoring 
to find out what Orange county’s 
moving mountain at Galivan pass 
really intends to do. In the mean¬ 
time, a similar landslide is causing 
highway maintenance crews some 
difficulty in Carbon canyon, five 
miles from Brea. 

At Galivan, engineers are drill¬ 
ing test holes at the top of the 
moving hump as well as at the 
foot of the hill, and from these 
they are obtaining specimens of 
the soil. The samples will be an¬ 
alyzed at a laboratory in Sacra¬ 
mento, and officials hope they will 
obtain a clew as to how to deal 
with the unwieldy hill. 

The mound is moving now at 
about a half foot weekly. Since 
the slippage was first discerned, 
nearly two months ago, the near¬ 
by railroad tracks at the foot of 
the hump have not been affected. 
Oddly enough, however, a section 
of the highway viaduct over the 
railroad line was buckled from the 
pressure of the moving mountain, 
necessitating its removal. 

At Carbon canyon a landslide is 
in progress near an old fault line. 
Fortunately here, however, the 
soil is moving away from the high¬ 
way and filling two nearby can¬ 
yons. 

Only property jeopardized is a 
.36-inch culvert owned by the state 
highway department. M a i n t e- 
nance crews are trying to save it 
from damage. 

An old-timer in the region told 
.a highway maintenance official 
that following severe rains, such 
as occurred in March, disturbances 
as this are customary.

Few men live today who can 
tell as harrowing an experience as 
Commanding Officer Tebbenjo- 
hanns, formerly of the German 
submarine UC44. He alone of his 
entire crew escaped an overwhelm¬

“New Planet Discovered!” ‘“Dis¬ 
coverer of Pluto Finds Sun’s Tenth 
Planet!” 

These are the headlines that 
might have been, but probably 
never will be. Ever since that 
day in February, 1930, when Piute 
was picked up by young Clyde 
Tombaugh, boy astronomer not 
long off the farm, there has been 
hope of finding another, a tenth 
planet, even farther from the sun. 
As a consequence at Lowell ob¬ 
servatory, Flagstaff, Ariz., the 
world’s most extensive “missing 
planet” search has been in prog¬ 
ress. 

Some 70,000,000 star images on 
exceptionally high quality photo¬ 
graphs, sweeping the heavens in a 
broad band, have been studied and 
patiently compared in hope of 
spotting the hypothetical heavenly 
Ijody. The work has been done 
largely by Tombaugh, Pluto‘s dis¬ 
coverer, working under the broth¬ 
ers Slipher, V. M. and Earl C., and 
C. O. Lampland, who follow in 
the planet sky tracks of Percival 
Lowell, protagonist of canals on 
Mars and founder of the observa¬ 
tory. 

Several times in the search there 
was high excitement when what 
.seemed to be a second trans- 
Neptunian planet was found. But 
always these proved to be spur¬ 
ious on the photographic plates. 

Why should astronomers hope 
for still another planet? Pluto 
was found after years of hopeful 
.searching of Lowell's i)rediction. 
Pluto is relatively small and a 
.dill fainter planet should be find- 
able. Jupiter’s satellite system is, 
by the addition of Fduto, now par¬ 
alleled by the sun’s family of plan- 
(is, and the existence of the tiny 
outer bodies of Jupiter bolstered 
the hope that beyond Pluto the 
.‘^un’s system might well have other 
small planets. 

By-products of the search: chart¬ 
ing of 3000 minor planets or as¬ 
teroids, many of them new, explo- 
1 alien of the great Perseus-Andro- 
meda stratum of nebulae, charting 
of distribution of thousands of 
nebulae over the sky, and the find¬ 
ing of variable stars, and an oc- 
ca.sional comet. And finally there 
remains a large library of excel¬ 
lent record for future refen?nce 
in other researches of the heavens. 
(Copyright, la.'lS, by Science Service) 
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NEW YORK.—I should like to 
indorse Col. Frank Knox's advice 
to any self-respecting editor to 
tell Senator Minton and his lobby 
committee to go to hell.

And, inasmuch 
as the president himself specifi¬ 
cally authorized the examination 
of the income tax returns of wit¬ 
nesses brought before the com¬ 
mittee, Jimmy's owm returns, par¬ 
ticularly those for the period be¬ 
tween his father’s election and his 
own induction into an influential 
office in the White House, should 
be examined and broken dovm. 

Make ’Em Tell 

It should be established wheth¬ 
er Jimmy did important business 
with corporations and individuals 
whose interests were so placed 
that they might have suffered or 
prospered by any decision of any 
government bureau having to do 
with permits or privileges, such as 
liquor interests and radio inter¬ 
ests. And. in Justice to Jimmy 
himself, who, it is to be hoped, 
would prove himself innocent of 
such dealings, the executives of 
such corporations and such indi¬ 
viduals also should be called to 
give an account of their dealings, 
if any, under the authority of such 
government agencies. 

I have heard such inquisitive¬ 
ness rebuked as an attempt to 
strike at the president through the 
conduct of members of his family. 
That criticism leaves me puzzled, 
because it seems to imply that a 
detaik'd examination of Jimmy’s 
income t'x returns would disclose 
material v/hich might be used to 
the president’s detriment. I can¬ 
not agree with this assumption, 
preferring to believe that there 
has been nothing que.stionablo or 
■metb- ■ i! in Jimmy’s business af¬ 
fairs and that ho would be able to 
prove that there wa.sn’t. 

This talk of an attempt to strike 
at the pre.sidcnt through a mem¬ 
ber of his family appears to me to 
convict Jimmy without a hearing 
and to bespeak a determination to 
cover up conduct which might em¬ 
barrass the president. What kind 
of honesty is that? Obviously, if 
Jimmy’s business dealings have 
been innocent of pressure or the 
exploitation of the great popular 
mandate, as it has been called, no 
revelation of the details could 
cause his father any political or 
per.sonal discomfort. And certain¬ 
ly there is no less reason to ex¬ 
amine Jimmy’s income tax returns 
than those of other jxirsons, hos¬ 
tile to the New Deal, who were 
able to vindicate themselves. 

As to whether Jimmy could be 
regarded as a lobbyist I see no 
doubt. Washington is full of lob¬ 
byists. The most spontaneous ar¬ 
gument or mere discussion of a 
pending issue between a citizen 
and a statesman or a bureau man 
in which the citizen attempts to 
press his views on the other may 
be regarded as lobbying. 

Men and women lobby in the 
cocktail room and the dining room 
of the Mayflower hotel, at parties 
and dinners and, indeed, in the 
White House. I have .seen in the 
president’s private office Mr. 
Charlie Michelson, who holds, or 
did hold at my last information on 
the subject, a commission from a 
big radio company. I have to re¬ 
mark that there are many corp¬ 
orations wliich would wish to place 
a repre.sentative in the White 
House with latchkey privileges and 
that at least one citizen questions 
the propriety of this. 

This lobby committee is within 
its rights so far as I can see, but 
I don’t .see that it has shown any 
exercise the sai. e 


Problem for the Doctors 

The California Medical association has taken up the 
question of malpractice at its Pasadena convention, de¬ 
claring it has become a “serious problem.” 

In attacking malpractice and the kindred evils, the 
medicos are doing a wise thing. 

A m.ore pressing problem, however, confronts the 
people of the state in regard to the guild of doctors ... a 
problem that deals with the average family’s ability, or 
rather inability, to meet the costs of adequate medical, 
dental and hospital care. 

Considerable discussion was ai’oused within the re¬ 
cent past when Dr. John P. Peters of Yale university told 
the -American College of Physicians that the job of pro¬ 
viding the highest quality of medical care to the entire 
population of the nation was the “social responsibility” of 
the medical profession. He added, however, that public 
funds would be necessary to give this aid to the medically 
indigent. Dr. Peters said in addition: 

“The productive aspects of medicine, which reside in 
medical schools, research institutions and hospitals, must 
not be neglected in behalf of distribution in any program 
which really aims to improve the quality of medical care. 
These productive services require support which again will 
probably ultimately have to be secured through public 
funds. 

“It is impossible at the present time to draw up any 
program which will solve these problems for the country 
at large because of the great variability of physical, so¬ 
cial and economic conditions in the nation and our lack 
of adequate data concerning both needs and resources. 

“Medicine should take the initiative in formulating 
plans for the improvement of medical care, because the 
medical profe.ssion alone has the requisite expert knowl¬ 
edge. The first steps towards the formulation of such 
plans are: unprejudiced investigation and untrammelled 
experimentation.” 

California doctors now assembled at Pasadena would 
please the public if they gave consideration to the im¬ 
portant matter brought up by Dr. Peters. 

It reouires no stretch of the imagination to conceive 
that thousands of people die each year in this state from 
lack of sufficient pre’jentive or curative medical care. 
This situation probably is more distressing to the doctors 
than it is to the rest of us—but the ultimate solution lies 
largely in their hands ... so they should get bi sy.

New Battleground 

You can write it down now 
that the wage-hour bill is a 
sure-; hot bet to pa.ss the house. 

The combination of the A. F. 
of L. and C. f. O. joining hands, 
plus hee'oee-jeebies suffered by 
Old Gtiarders as a result of Sen¬ 
ator Pepper’s Florida victory, 
has pu' the hill definitely in the 
hou.=e legislatiyc bag. But that 
doe.iin’t mean it is on the 
statute books yet. Far from it. 

Plenty of battling is still 
.ahead. 

V.'ith the ground cut from 
under them in the hou.se, oppo¬ 
sition strategists have quietly 
shifted their fight to the senate 
and there the fate of the issue 
will bo decided. 

Under the driving leadership 
of former Senator Hugo Black, 
the senate adopted a wage-hour 
bill last spring. Thi.s measure 
differed radically from the one 
now ponding before the house. 
That means that when the house 
passes its bill it will have to 
go to the .senate, where the 
antis are planning to get in 
their licks. 

Playing on the strong urge of 
members to get home and start 
patching up their election fences, 
the hill’s foes will launch a de¬ 
termined filibuster against the 
house bill. Tlioy figure that 
rather than endure a protracted 
battle, the boys will cry quits 
and allow the bill to be shelved 

The logic of this strategy is 
good f'xrept for one thing. 

It works the other way around 
just as well. While the antis 
are filibustering against the bill 
in the senate, there i.s nothing 
to prevent its backers from fili¬ 
bustering against adjournment 
in the house. 

The wage-hour adherents are 
aware of the opposition’s plans 
in the .senate and are preparing 
to fight fire with fire. They 
have notified house leaders 
that there will be no adjourn¬ 
ment of congre.ss until a wage- 
hour bill has been enacted. 

In a tug-of-war of this kind 
the advantage would be with 
Ihe bouse — especially if the 
president threw his weight on 
its side. 

But the outcome is by no 
m.oans certain. If the antis arc 
prepared to go to any lengths, 
they may stalemate the bill in¬ 
definitely. It all depends on 
how far they are prepared to go 


WASHINGTON. — The inside 
story of the fierce internal New 
Deal battle over the Spanish 
embargo is leaking out only 
piecemeal, but history probably 
will show that it is one of the 
most important foreign policy 
battles in recent years. 

Here is one important chapter 
which can now be told. 

Last week — May 3 to be 
exact — after Senator Pittman 
communicated the text of the 
Nye resolution to the state de¬ 
partment, Secretary Hull called 
together his advisers. 

The Nye resolution calks for 
Ihe lifting of the Spanish em¬ 
bargo, and Mr. Hull asked for 
advice on it. Present were 
Sumner Welles, .astute under 
secretary, Jud.ge Walton Moore, 
charming, backwoods coun.selor. 
Green Hackworth, routine-mind¬ 
ed legal chief expert, Jimmy 
Dunn, wealthy pro-Franco po¬ 
litical advi.ser, and Adolf Bcrle, 
original member of the Brain 
'frust. 

Mr. Hull sat at his desk, tap¬ 
ping his teeth with his pince- 
nez, while he asked each ad¬ 
viser in turn what he thought 
of the Spanisli embargo .situa¬ 
tion. Hull .said almost nothing, 
listened intently. 

Result of this conference, plus 
some subsequent discussions, 
was that the state department 
.should give its OK to the Nye 
resolution, with two modifica¬ 
tions: 

1. The lifting of the embargo 
should apply to both sides m 
Spain. 

2. Some discretion should be 
left to the executive regarding 
administration of the embargo. 

Green Signal 

This conclusion was commu¬ 
nicated to Senator Pittman, by 
Judge Moore, on May 4, and was 
considered perfectly acceptable 
by him. Senator Pittman also 
was told that a letter of ap¬ 
proval would se .sent to the 
committee within 24 to 36 hours. 
Pittman, in turn, told members 
of his committee that he would 
call a special se.ssion as soon as 
he received Secretary Hull’s 
letter. 

Based on these developments, 
the New York Times published 
an important and, at that time, 
completely accurate story. 

But then occurred an abrupt 
and sudden hitch. 

The president, fishing in the 
Caribbean, put out his hand and 
said, in effect, “Stop.” He did 
not give an unequivocal “No.” 
What he said was to wait until 
he came back and they all would 
talk the matter over. But he 
was definitely cooler than the 
state department. 

Meanwhile, it has leaked out 
that the president has been re¬ 
ceiving some urgent messages 
from prominent Catholic friends. 
One of these is Senator Guffey 
of Pennsylvania, who is worried 
over the hot primary race in his 
state and fearful that lifting the 
embargo will turn Catholic 
votes against the Guffey-Ken- 
nedy ticket there. 

How heavily these Catholic 
protests weighed with the presi¬ 
dent is not known, but they 
were important at least to the 
extent of holding up his state 
department’s readiness to help 
lift the embargo. 

Catholic Pressure 

Meanwhile, Catholic pressure 
against lifting the .Spanish em¬ 
bargo has intensified on Capitol
